FLAG MAY WAVE OVER HAWAII.

Swift Cruisers Wanted. 


To effectively cope with the torpedo boats, 
it is necessary, they assert, to have three 
or four swift cruisers armed with nothing 
heavier than quick fireeand machine guns.

The British Con- 
sul is protecting American interests at 
Manila, and the Americans will take refuge 
on British vessels, — 

“The guns have been taken from the 
Spanish ships to assist in the defense of 
Manila, where the fortifications are useless, 
the guns obsolete, the torpedo mines of 
doubtful value, and ammunition of all kinds 
scarce.

EUROPE MAY MAKE TROUBLE 


AN 
New York, April 26.—[Specia!.}—From the 
elaborate preparations which Spain is mak- 
ing to defend the coasts of the peninsula, 
as well as the Balearic Islands, it would ap- 
pear that she hes information to the effect 
that her war with the United States need 
not be confined to this side of the Atlantic, 
but that it will eventually extend to the old 
world. In fact, there is every. reason to be- 
lieve that the Spaniards anticipate a possi- 
bility of an American descent upon their 
coasts and, an invasion of the kingdom. 
Dispatches received today from Washing- 
ton tend to confirm this belief. For if, 
after losing Cuba and Puerto Rico, and pos- 
sibly the Philippines, the Spaniards refuse 
to come to terms, and persist in declining to 
accept peace, it will be necessary for the 
United States to cross the ocean in order to 
bring the struggle to a conclusion. Some 
such step ae this would naturally appear 
preferable to permitting the conflict to drag 
on for years, necessitating the maintenance 
of both the army and the navy on a war 
footing, with American maritime commerce 
and trade in constant danger of attack by 
Spanish warships or privateers. 


Invasion of Spain. 


For the United States to invade Spain with 
the object of bringing the war to a conclu- 
sion would prove an even still more arducus 
task than for Spain to either defend Cuba or 
to make any descent on the American coast. 
Whereas Spain has in the island of Cuba and 
in Puerto Rico bases of supplies for an at- 
tack on the United States, the United States 
has nothing of the kind on the European 
side of the Atlantic, and would of course 
have to begin by capturing the Canaries for 
the purpose, using these islands for recoal- 
ing, reprovisioning, and refitting the fleet 
before actually attempting to effect a land- 
ing of Americam troops on Spanish shores. 

Without expatiating on the enormous diffi- 
culties which an American army would have 
to face in Spain itself, where every peasant 
is more or less accustome@to guerrilla war- 
fare, it may safely be taken for granted 
that a step of this kind on the part of the 
United States would lead to a serious imbrog- 
lio between the latter and some of the conti- 
nental powers of Europe. It is well known 
that both France and Austria would have 
brought about armed intervention in behalf 
of Spain in American waters had they been 
able to get Germany, Italy, Russia, or Eng- 
land to join them. But the proposal was not 
only curtly rejected by England, but like- 
wise frowned upon by Russia, while Ger- 
many and Italy, after hesitating for a time, 
cold-shouldered the proposal. 


France Would Interfere. 


Should, however, the war extend to Eu- 
— and American troops invade Spain it- 
self, it is extremely probable, either with or 
without the codperation of the other conti- 
nental powers, France would support her 
neighbor in repelling American invasion of 
Europe. 

Only England, and possibly Russia, would 
be likely to exprese their disapproval of 
France's taking any part in the fray. Con- 
tinental Europe, in fact, is as strongly op- 
posed to the United States becoming a factor 
in old world politics as is this country averse 
to European becoming factors, not 
merely in American politics, but anywhere 
in the Western Hemisphere, and it is possi- 
ble that even other countries besides France, 
perhaps Austria and Germany, might be dis- 
posed to assist Spain in her effort to pre- 
vent Uncle Sam from obtaining a foothold 
in the old world. . 

I see from Washington dispatches that 
the naval officers there regard the purchase 
of so large a er of merchant vessels 
and ocean liners B¥ the government as an in- 
dication that t are destined for the con- 
veyance of American troops to Spain. But 
if the United States authorities have any 
such intention they will have to acquire a 
far greater number of yeesels than they have 
got now. When, in 1882, England sent a

Washington, D. C., April 26.—[Special. ]— 
The letters to the Governors of States in 
regard to the mustering in of volunteers 
have been sent out. It is explanatory of the 
telegram sent yesterday and quoted in these 
dispatches. The letter to the Governor of 
Illinois is as follows: 

“To the Governor—Sir: Under the act 
of Congress To provide for temporarily in- 
creasing the military establishment of the 
United States in time of war, and for other 
purposes,’ approved April 22, 1898, and call- 
ing for 125,000 volunteers, by direction of 
the President I have the honor to request 
you to provide from your State the quota 
of volunteers as follows: Seven regiments 
of infantry, one troop of cavalry, to serve 
in the arms for service designated for the 
period of two years, unless sooner dis- 
charged. Attached will be*found a state- 
ment showing the organization for artillery, 
cavalry, and infantry. 

Please cause the Adjutant of 
the army to be informed of the time your 
quota will be at its rendesvous, as it will 
be met as soon as practicable thereafter by 
an Officer to muster ft into the service and 
pay of the United States. The mustering 
officer will be instructed to receive no man 
under the rank of commissioned officer who 
is in years over 45 or under 18 or who is not 
in physical strength and vigor. As soon as 
mustered into the United States service it 
is the intention that troops from your State 
shall be assembled with others for instruc- 
tion and service under the direction of the 
Major General commanding the army at 
some point or points to be ted here- 


after. 
Preference for the Guards. 

“It ts desired, for reasons stated in tele- 
grams of this date, as far as practicable, 
the National Guard be given preference.

Accompanying this letter was the state- 
ment, which shows in detail the organiza- 
tion of the volunteer army. 

There has been a misconstruction of the 
law pertaining to the volunteer force, and it 
le possible that this letter to the Governor 
will lead to confusion and expense. In the 
first place, the terms of the latter are inac- 
curate. It is stated that under the act of 
Congress approved April 22, 1808, calling for 
125,000 volunteers, while, as a matter of 
fact, this aét rélated solely to the formation 
of a volunteer army, and is a permanent 
measure, connected with the present war 
only so far as the President's prociama- 
tion applies to it. Moreover, it is the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation which calls for 125,000 
volunteers. This letter to the State au- 
thorites was one which was prepared in the 
Adjutant Generals office, and replaced an- 
other communication prepared on thé lines 
of the law authorizing a volunteer army. 

The present letter requests Governors to 
furnish State troops, and makes no mention

Lack of Necessary Authority. 

In some of the States it will be necessary ~ 
under the terms of these letters to call upon , 
the Legislature for authority to accomplish 
what is directed in the War department 
letter. Very few of the States have the 
funds and very few of the Governors have 
the power and means to comply with the 
request of the Secretary of War. 

It was the purpose of the original letter, 
which has evidently been discarded, to in- 
form the Governors of the quota of troops 
which would be raised within their respec- 
tive States. The United States army offi- 
cers were to be at designated points to 
enlist—not muster in simply—the volunteers 
who individually presented themselves for 
service in the volunteer army. The Gov- 
ernors were then to be advised that so many 
regiments or companies or battalions or 
squadrons had been raised within their 
States, and that the regimental and company 
officers might be appointed by the State 
authorities under the act of April22. _ 

Errors May Lead to Delays. 

There is more in this than merely a legal 
quibbling. It is feared that the mistakes 
which Secretary Alger has been led into 
committing by giving his signature to the 
letter prepared in the department will lead 
to a dangerous delay in obtaining the serv- 
ices of troops which will not have the pro- 
tection of the statutes. It will ald them in 
evading the intentions of the government, 
and under the system made possible to the 
Governors in the letters, it will be within * 
the province of State troops which are mere- 1 
ly mustered into the service of the general 
government to refuse to go to Cuba. ; 

The explanation of such a rem over- 1 15 
sight is to be found in the fact that those 1 
who prepared the signed letter made Überall 
use of the provisions of a law of 1861, long 
since nullified, and enacted merely foi the 
conditions then prevailing. The circum- 
stances and needs of the present war are

TICKET BROKERS FORFEIT BOND 


Judge Baker Takes Up Cases of Men In- 
dicted Under Anti-Scalping Law 
—Eight Fail to Appear. 


Judge Baker yesterday declared forfeited 
the bonds of eight ticket brokers indicted 
several weeks ago by the grand jury on 
charges of violating the anti-scalping law 
and who failed to make an appearance in 
court. The men whose bonds are forfeited 
are:

Liverpool Still Booming—Cash Wheat 
Up Five Cents — July Advances 
Twelve Cents in Liverpool in Two 
Days—An twerp Reports Sensational 
Fluctuations—Reaction in July on 


Leiter Selling—Heavy Realizing the 
Feature in Corn.

May wheat sold yesterday at $1.25, bove 
the highest price on the odes and 
the record on the crop. July wheat sold at 
96c, an advance of 84c from Monday’s close. 
It was again a matter of sensational cables. 
Liverpool opened with an advance of 4d on 
3 wheat and 1½d to 3%4 on futures. The 

Liverpool strength was maintained to the 
close. The last quotations showed an ad- 
vance of 4d on May wheat, 5d on July wheat, 
sd on September wheat, and Id on De. 
The two Chicago contract 
grades were quotable in Liverpool at an 
equivalent of $1.29 2-8. The July advance in 
Liverpool for two days was at one time 
8 to 120. London quoted cargoes 18 6d 

higher. It was a clear case of war scare, as 
cables both from Liverpool and Paris stated 
that there was no probability of the French 
duty being reduced at this time. This possi- 
bility has been offered frequently as one 
reason for the remarkable foreign advances. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported excellent 
demand for cash wheat, and made further 
remarkable gains in futures. July wheat 
in Minneapolis was up 6%c over night, sell- 
ing to $1.20, and the same‘delivery in Du- 
luth was up 5c, selling at $1.19. 

The foreign strength was not confined to 
Liverpool. The Liverpool advances were the 
prime consideration during the early part of 
the session, but during the latter part of the 
day the advances in Paris and Antwerp at- 
tracted attention. Paris was up 80 to 35 
centimes and 60 to 65 centimes on flour, ac- 
cording to closing quotations, The gains in 
Antwerp were much more remarkable, and 
more in line with recent movements of Liv- 
erpool. Red winter wheat in Antwerp was 
up the equivalent of c, while California 
wheat was up the equivalent of T%c. 
The early action of the local specu- 
lative market was similar to that of Mon- 
day. There was response to the cables ina 
wild opening, in which July wheat was up 
2%c to 2. and May touched the top notch 
price on the crop. There was little business 
done at $1.25 for May. Counselman & Day 
made at least one sale at that figure, how- 
ever. It was a nervous, excitable market, 
in which a moderate sized order in either 
way promptly turned prices. The real fea- 
ture was the heavy and continuous seliing 
credited to Leiter. Half a dozen houses 
trading for him marketed rather more wheat 
than the trade could comfortably absorb. 
St. Louis operators were also-credited with 


Expected a Reaction. 


The general feeling in the pit crowd was 
that the corner had been turned and the 
reaction was quite sharp. May wheat was 
traded in quite freely at 81.23. July wheat 
ranged from 96c down to 989 and closed 
with the latter price bid. Bven at the de- 
cline the price was almost a full cent higher 
than at the close on Monday, while May 
was quotably 8½ % higher. The Northwest 
had 383 cars, against 159 a week ago and 375 
a year ago. Local receipts were 180 cars, of 
which 121 cars were on contract grade. The 
transfers of contract wheat from clearing- 
houses are falling off materially, but any 
falling off in this direction is more than 
made up by the increase in the contract ar- 
rivals in current receipts. The out inspec- 
tion was heavy at 233,000 bu. Clearances 
were light, being only 147,000 bu in wheat 
and flour. This was not much over one-third 
of the primary receipts. The available sup- 
ply decrease, as anticipated, was heavy at 
4,896,000 bu. A year ago the decrease was 
2,569,000 bu. Local contract stocks decreased 
446,000 bu last week. The Northwestern 
markets reacted sharply and the gains there 
were more in line with those of Chicago. 
The more deferred deliveries here failed to 
respond to the advances in May and July. 
September closed ec lower than on Monday 
and December was still heavier, with a net 
detline of %c. There was a moderate ex- 
port business done at New York, but com- 
plaint was made of scarcity of ocean room. 
Leiter’s acceptances early were not heavy, 
but business on later cables and in the vari- 
ous markets of this country represented 
500,000 bu. He sold wheat in Buffalo at 
$1.27%, at Duluth at $1.20, and his local price 
was $1.15. Some of his foreign sales were 
at $1.30. The local cash people intimated 
that the demand for wheat here was less 
urgent. 

Heavy Selling in Corn. 


The heavy sales of corn by Patten and 
Frazier were the feature in the corn market. 
They Were particularly heavy early and 
were continued throughout the day. It was 
supposed that these twe interests have not 
only gone out of May and July corn, but had 
put out September hedges against cribbed 
corn. The half dozen houses which have 
been doing about all the shipping business 
lately had no business to report in that di- 
rection, but sales were something like 1,000,- 
000 bu, principally by Armour. He was 
credited with free buying of May. The Liv- 
erpool market was excited, being up 1½d for 
spot and id to 2d for futures. The local 
market opened up with an advance of nearly 
a cent and at one time was up 1%c for May 
and 1\%c for July. On realizing sales the 
entire advance was lost and the closing 
prices were the same as on Monday. Ex- 
ports were 808,000 bu and the seaboard busi- 
ness was reported at 150,000 loads. Local 
receipts were 663 cars, with the out inspec-

The people who were sellers of corn 
were also credited with selling oats and it 
was on this character of selling that the 
market covered a range of from 29%c to 
28\%,c for May and from 26½ to 25\%c for 
July. Local receipts were 565 cars with an 
estimate of 270 cars for today. Contract 
stocks decreased 186,000 bu. Samples were 
strong, with on track and f. o. b. sales as fol-

Packers sold provisions quite freely on the 
heavy runs of hogs at all the markets of the 
West. The seven prin¢ipal markets had 
73,300, against 57,000 a year ago. It is claimed 
that all the small markets of the West not 
posted on the Board of Trade showed the 
same heavy movement. There was consid- 
erable outside buying, but it was not so 
much of a factor as on previous days. The 
shipments of product for 24 hours were 
exceptionally heavy at the equivalent of 
about 10,000,000 pounds. A half dozen big 
packing concerns were free sellers and there 
was some realizing through commission 
houses. The cash.demand was good and the 
trade looks for considerable increase in vol- 
ume of business from the South on account 
of the location of the United States troops. 
The foreign buying was something of a 
feature. Lard continues to be relatively the 
strongest article on the list. Lard deliveries 
which only a short time ago were sélling a 
common prices with ribs show a premium of 
100 to 17%c.

ENORMOUS BUSINESS BEING DONE IN 
GROCERIES. 


Practically Everything in the List 
Showing Decided Activity and a 
' Higher Range of Prices, Some of the 
Advances Being Based on War and 
the Demand for Foods Which Is 


Considered Reasonably Certain to 


Follow—Retaliers to Be the Gainers. 


Extreme activity, coupled with eteadily 
advancing prices, prevails throughout the 
entire wholesale grocery list. Tonnage is on 
an almost unprecedented scale, with every 
prospect of larger quantities of goeds going 
to all parts of the country se long as present 
unsettled conditions exist. The following are 
a few of the more prominent advances during 
the last week: Rice, e to ½ per Ib; 
sugar, e: syrup, 1c per gal; navy beans, 
30c to 350 per bu; limas, lc per Ib; tobaccos, 
20 to 3c per Ib; coffees, about ic per Ib: 
green peas, 10c per bu; flour, 70c per bri: 
dried peaches and prunes, \c; apricots, Ke: 
raising, c. For all these articles the de- 
mand is characterized by leading houses in 
the trade as being enormous, wit a no signs 
ofa letup in sight. The retailer who has for 
months past been buying simply for imme- 
diate requirements is now anticipating 
future wants, and is making every prepara- 
tion to assure his being the beneficiary 
through the higher prices which are certain 
to follow a continuance of war. A consid- 
erable percentage of present purchases 
made by interior merchants is of a specula- 
| tive character. Jobbers generally believe 
that the season is approaching when the re- 
taller rather than the supplier of the goods 
is destined to make the profits. This is be- 
cause an income tax, which it is generally 
believed will be one of the consequences of 
war, will be levied in such a manner as to 
affect only the jobber. The retailer will 
have made his purchases and turned his 
property into money before the tax will be 
effective. In the case of canned goods the 
advance is not due so much to war as to 
light stocks in first hands and an improved 
demand, which is considered entirely natural 
and normal. Early frosts in northern Call- 
fornia have had much to do with putting the 
market for canne@ vegetables and fruit on 
an improved footing. Apricots have led in 
this advance. No large contracts for gov- 
ernment supplies are yet in the local mar- 
ket, and until purchases of army and navy 
supplies are made in large lots it is not be- 
lieved values will be particularly affected. 
Beans, being one of the staples in this line, 
are quick to show the influences even a 
prospective demand, and during the last 
week have advanced about 10c per doz cans. 

Teas are active, strong, and showing a de- 
cidedly advancing tendency. The season, 
being midway between the two crops, is not 
calculated to encourage any extraordinary 
movement, but stocks are light, especially 
of the higher grades. 

Present conditions are not viewed with 


any special enthusiasm by jobbers gener- 


ally. They admit doing an enormous busi- 
ness, but not at profits commensurate with 
the labor performed. The aggregate trade, 
however, is such that the total profit is by 
no means an inconsiderable item. 

An innovation through which grocers are 
more or less affected has been made in the 
system of tobacco sales, the consignment or 
agency propesition having been abandoned 
by some of the larger manufacturers, who 
will hereafter make sales outright, instead 
of, as heretofore, consigning goods. Under 
the new system goods are billed at prices 
not subject to rebates or commissions. the 
only concession being a 2 per cent discount 
for cash. 

On the subject of war taxes and their effect 
on groceries the Wholesale Grocer says edi-

'WARQUISE DE PONTENOY'S LEPTER.

.— numerous people in this country who 
fondly imagine that they have a valid claim 
to this or that British peerage would do well 
to hasten to make their rights. For 
pretensions of this kind have become 80 
common of late, and have entailed such a 
vast amount of misery, and especially pe- 
cunlary loss upon thé tenants in possession, 
that the British government has decided to 


‘submit to Parllament legislation vastly in- 


creasing the difficulties of attack on exist- 
ing titles and entailed estates, and espe- 
clally necessitating the deposit of a large 
sum of money as a guarantee of the good 
faith of the plaintiff, and above all of his 
ability to pay the cost in the event of his 
being defeated. | 

Incidentally tt may be mentioned that the 
cost of defending the Tichborne estates and 
baronetcy against the Wapping butcher who 
died the other day cost the estate no less 
than $400,000, while the government subse- 
quently had to pay an equally large sum in 
order to secure the claimant’s conviction for 
forgery, perjury, and conspiracy. 

The measure projected by the government 
will prove a particularly timely one. For 
not only is the claim of the Druces on the 
dukedom of Portiand turning out more seri- 
ously than at first anticipated, but there is 
likewise the claim on the part of the Hast- 
ings of Brooklyn, N. X., to the ancient earl- 
dom of Huntingdon. 

With regard to the Druce-Portiand case it 
seems that a number of people have identified 
a photograph of the late Duke of Portland 
as that of Dr. Harmer, while others again 
have identified it as being that of the late 
Mr. Druce, affidavits to this effect being in 
the possession of the courts. 

It is understood in London, moreover, that 
among the backers of the Druces are the 
Earl of Pembroke and several members of 
his family, which, in view of the fact that 
the Har! is Lord Steward of the Royal House- 
hold, and the Duke of Portland Master of 
the Horse to the Queen, must render their 
official relations somewhat unpleasant and 
difficult. 

Apropos of the late Duke, I do not think 
that any mention has been made of the 
pecullar method which he adopted of avoid- 
ing the presence of servants at his meals. 
Although dining alone he would have the 
table laid for twenty people, and at each 
place he would have set beforehand a dif- 
ferent course. In this manner, after having 
partaken of the hors d’ceuvres, he would 
move on to the next chair and partake of his 
soup, and when that had been disposed of 
would glide on to the next chair to eat his 
fish, and so on until he had gone through all 
the twenty courses and come back to the 
seat which he occupied at the beginning of 
dinner. 


With regard to Lord Huntingdon, if he lost 
his earldom and the Huntingdon estates he 
would still remain a rich man, as he is mar- 
ried to the daughter and hetress of Sir Sam- 
uel Wilson, the multimillionaire sheep farm- 
er of Australia. His country seat is Shara- 
vogue, in the heart of Kings County, and like 
his sister, Lady Ileene, one of the few lady 
masters of the foxhounds, he is passion- 
ately fond of hunting. 

The earldom of Huntingdon is one of the 
oldest in England, having been created at 
about the time of the discovery of America 
by Christopher Columbus. On the tenth Earl 
dying at the end of the last century without 
male issue the peerage was claimed by a 
Mr. Hans Hastings, who traced back his 
descent to a younger son of the second Earl, 
who lived in the reign of King Edward VI. 


In view of the large and growing number 
of titled divorcées in England the question 
arises as to whether they have any right to 
use after divorce titles which they had ob- 
tained merely by marriage. If this question 
has not hitherto arisen it is because formerly 
divorces were so much more difficult and 
costly things to obtain, and the social ob- 
loquy in the case of the woman was so great 
that relatively few people cared to proceed 
to such extremities. 

Now, however, that divorces can be got so 
cheap, and that the prejudices against them 
have diminished, they have increased to 
such an extent that this question of the 
rank of women who have been divorced has 
become a burning one, and inasmuch as there 
are several American women who have been 
divorced, a few words on the subject may be 
of interest. The fact is that a woman whose 
matrimonial ties have been sundered by the 
divorce court loses iIpse facto all rights to 
the titles which she has obtained by mar- 
riage. If she makes use of them in any 
legal documents, or obtains credit on the 
strength thereof, she exposes herself to 
criminal prosecution, and if the title is ever 
accorded to her in society it is merely an act 
of courtesy which she ought to be the first 
to decline. 

If the husband from whom she has been 
thus ted happens to be a peer she loses 
ipse facto all her prerogatives and privi- 
leges, as well as her status as a peeress, and 
should she be the daughter of a commoner 
is only entitled to the prefix oft Mrs.“ to 
her name. 

Thus, for instance, if the divorced wife of 
Lord Zouche continues to style herself 
Lady Zauche, it is distinctly improper, 
and being the daughter of Lord Saltoun she 
has only a right to the name and style of the 
Honorable Mrs. Fraser. : 

A pecullarity about the German Emperor, 
and one in which he differs from most of his 
Brother and sister sovereigns, is his dislike 
for dogs, a dislike all the more strange owing 
to his pronounced fondness for horses.

‘Greece, etc., are also devoted to their dogs, 
in whom they find friends devoid of selfish 
self-interest and of flattery, and faithful and 
loyal in every sense of the word.
